ENGLISH Heritage officers 
have given a cold reception to 
Peter Palumbo's new proposals 
for the Mansion House Square 
area in the City but will not be 
making any formal objection. 

In a report to the London 
Advisory Committee they say 
that James Stirling’s two alter¬ 
natives for the site — the 
successor scheme to the Mies 
plan — “represent a material 
loss to the historic character of 
the City”. 

"Neither scheme comes within 
the terms of the secretary of 
state's appeal decision as an 
acceptable proposal for their 
replacement," says the officer’s 
report. 

But officers have advised 
members that to withhold lisLed 
building consent would "almost 
certainly fail on appeal" and 
coujd result in costs being given 
against English Heritage. 

The rapid deterioration of 
buildings on the site also makes 
the case for preservation in¬ 
creasingly difficult to argue, 
-nys-the report. 

Of the alternative designs, 
officers prefer the scheme which 
retains the Mappin & Webb 
building, and say that listed 
building consent for the build¬ 
ing’s demolition would not be 
given if the alternative was 
adopted. 

Officers’ opposition to Stir¬ 
ling s scheme backs up earlier 
comments made by Save and the 
Victorian Society. 

The City planning committee 
yet to consider the propo¬ 
sals, which have won backing 
from the Royal Fine Art Com¬ 
mission.

Your neighbours' sex Jives can seriously damage your health, 
according to Dr John Kellstt, organiser of a conference on the effects 
of building design on health and behaviour. Fiona Gorman reports. 

Housing can kill 


BAD housing can cause 
premature death. 

The more densely populated 
the area you live in, the more 
likely you are to have a heart 
attack. 

People living in blocks of flats 
are more likely to suffer respir¬ 
atory a ilments.skin diseases and 
psychiatric problems than 
people in houses. 

Residents of houses are more 
prone to orthopaedic com¬ 
plaints such as sprains and 
fractures. 

People living in areas of high 
population density but low 
crowding, such as tenements, 
are more likely to commit 
suicide or be schizophrenic. 

More people nrc likely to die 
accidentally in areas of large 
working class communities. 

These arc Just some of the 
Findings of Dr John Kcllctt, 
consultant psycho-geriatrician 
at St George's Medical School, 
south London. Kcllctt has 
carried out an exhaustive seven- 
year study of mortality rates and 
the rclationslup between prem¬ 
ature deaths — those before the 
age of SS — and housing 
conditions in the London 
boroughs. The investigation 
took place, says Kcllett.nt a time 
when smoking was fairly evenly 
distributed across the boroughs 
and the social classes. 

Taking mortality figures from 
the 1971 census, the mid-year of 
his investigation, as mean 
averages, Kellett divided the 
population into two age groups 
— 15 to 54-year-olds and 55 to 
64-year-olds — male and 
female, and looked at total 
mortality rates and deaths as a 
result of specific illnesses. 

Kellett assessed these figures 
according to social class (and 
therefore wealth), levels of 
crowding (the number of 
persons per room), and density 
(the number of persons per 
acre). His breakdown of com¬ 
plaints covered various types of 
heart disease, cancers, respir¬ 
atory ailments, orthopaedic 
illnesses, suicides and accidental 
deaths. 

The study did not distinguish 
between t he boroughs, nor did it 
differentiate between low- and 
high-rise blocks of flats. 

Kellett points out that not all 
illnesses are affected by social 
factors. Breast cancer, for 
example, bears little relation¬ 
ship to stress caused by crowd¬ 
ing and density, but heart 
attacks and respiratory ailments 
are directly linked. 




Drawing on his studies of 
animal behaviour and their 
instinctual reponse to the 
environment — dominance and 
aggression — Kellett looked at 
stress levels according to how 
easily people could control the 
intjmacy of their living con¬ 
ditions. 

If, for instance, a man lived in 
a block of poorly-built flats in 
which he had to hear his 
neighbours make love at night 
and then face them next morn¬ 
ing in the lift, did that increase 
the likelihood of his suffering 
stress-related illnesses? And did 
residents of terraced ho uses with 
their own gardens — areas of 
neutral space where they could 
choose who they wanted to 
associate with — suffer signifi¬ 
cantly less of the same ailments? 




People living in blocks of flats have 
higher rales of repiratory diseases 
Ihan those In houses. 

Kellett found the answer was 
"yes” in both cases. People 
living in flats suffer more 
coughs, colds, skin troubles and 
psychiatric problems than 
house-dwellera. But house- 
dwellers are more prone to 
fractures and orthopaedic com- 

[ ilaints, perhaps as a result of 
ailing down slain. 

His findings are backed up by 
the work of two other research¬ 
ers — N C Moore, and an army 
physician, D M Fanning. In the 
50s Fanning looked at the 
changes in consultation rate 
with the doctor when array 
families were moved from 
terraced housing to blocks of 
four-storey flats. He found the 
consultation rate increased by 
57 per cent. Moore found that 
people rated their healLh and 
social life as poorer when they 
lived in blocks of flats. 

Kellett’s study revealed that 
women with children suffer 
particularly in flats, especially 
the higher they live. This is either 
because the children are kept 


indoors more, or because they 
lose contact with their children 
playing at ground level, causing 
anxiety. Elderly people, how¬ 
ever, find it comforting in flats, 
surrounded by other people. 

In densely-populated areas, 
says Kellett, the more people 
who run cars, the lower the 
number of deaths through 
psychiatric illnesses. This is 
attributed to the “escape from 
stress" factor. 

Isolation brings its own risks. 
Suicide — an escape route 
predominantly taken by the 
wealthy — was found to be 
significantly higher in areas of 
dense population but low 
crowding, such as tenements. 
Schizophrenia was also found to 
be more common in areas with a 
lot of rented furnished accom¬ 
modation and a transient pop¬ 
ulation, like Earls Court. 

Kellett points out that certain 
considerations have to be taken 
into account when judging these 
revelations. One has to allow for 
variations in the accuracy of the 
death certificates. Premature 
deaths tend to be more 
thoroughly investigated and 
reported than mortalities in the 
55-64 age range, which are often 
puldown to pneumonia or heart 
attack without further detail. 

And, with the exception of 
acute conditions, one cannot 
assume that someone suffering 
from a particular complaint in a 
certain type of accommodation 
does so as a result of his home. A 
man with bronchitis in a 
certain type of accommodation 
docs so as a result of his home. A 
man with bronchitis in a 
ground-floor flat may have 
moved there because he suffers 
from that ailment. 

Since all such studies can 
throw out freak statistics, 
Kellett insisted that his research 
had to produce figures "sig¬ 
nificantly" higher or lower than 
those established in the census to 
give any valuable information. 

But he concludes that a badly- 
designed city is one in which 
people are either foisted on one 
another or left in isolation. A 
well-designed city allows people 
to choose the relationships they 
want. _

New report criticises 
telephone box loss 


-THE-Thirties Society has slam¬ 
med the DoE for its “lethargic 
and inadequate" efforts to save 
traditional red telephone boxes. 

In a new report. The British 
telephone box, take it as red, 
it complains that after 18 
months of consultation only 
eight out of 60,000 boxes have 
been listed, while British Tele¬ 
com regions have replaced up to 
120 boxes a week. 

The society believes the boxes 
are of historic interest, describ¬ 
ing t he 1924 and 1935 designs by 
Sir Giles Gilbert Scott — 
architect of Liverpool’s Angli¬ 
can Cathedral and Battersea 
Power Station — as superb 
examples of Classical design. 

. “i® report is highly critical of 
”!i poE’s collaboration with 
“T in the selection of boxes. 
This is unique in the listing 
procedure," it states. “In no 
other case is poacher invited to 
act gamekeeper as well." 

It also claims that boxes

A new strategy 
for Scotland 

FEARS that Scotland “may acquire a second-rate image in 
the eyes of overseas visitors and investors” were expressed by 
professor Alexander Youngson when he introduced the 
Royal Fine Art Commission for Scotland's 10th report, in 
Edinburgh. _

The words he used are from 
the report itself, which expresses 
dismay at developments in 
Scottish architecture and urban 
design, especially those relating 
lo the redevelopment of inner- 
city sites for the creation of 
shopping centres and car parks. 

“It reflects no credit on 
developers, architects or local 
authonties,” the commissioners 
SBy, "that many proposals that 
come to us are for the replace¬ 
ment of good or average build¬ 
ings or layouts by something 
worse, possibly much worse. 
Those behind many schemes 
seem to have no idea that they 
might build something pleasant 
or even beautiful. They are 
content with the lowest form of 
the useful. This is true both of 
commercial developments and 
of schemes funded partly or 
wholly with public money.” 

Among (he developments 
particularly deplored by the 
commission are those in Ar¬ 
broath, Dunfermline and Aber¬ 
deen. In Aberdeen, the 16th 
century Provost Skene's House 
has been isolated by unsym¬ 
pathetic redevelopment while 
the loss of the St Nicholas 
Street/George Street intersect¬ 
ion lias destroyed "a shopping 
thoroughfare second only to 
Union Street in importance 
which contributed appropriate¬ 
ly lo the setting of St Nicholas’ 
Church". 

-^As-the report notes, "when 
good buildings on a main street 
are destroyed, the character of 
the street is destroyed with them 
and the effect on t he appea ra nee 
and visual amenity of the town is 
likely to be disastrous”. 

The report also notes other 
disquieting developments. 
Architects and planners are 
enticised for their iowstandards 
of presentation: 

“Much of the material which 
designers present to us is poor. 
Occasionally, it is inadequate, 
and only with difficulty are we 
able to make out what the 
scheme will look like. We have 
even seen plans and elevations 
that were in part erroneous and 
some. Tor one and the snme 
scheme, that were inconsistent 
with one another. 

“The use of models, even of 
simple block models, is far too 
infrequent. Such models are far 
more often used by architects in 
other European countries and 
we believe that, without them, 
Planning committees in Scot¬ 
land have an almost impossible 
task in judging what a proposed 
scheme will actually look like.” 

Local authorities also come in 
[or criticism, not only for not 
insisting on being given ade¬ 
quate information, but also for 
not making enough use of the 
“"mission. As the report says: 

Because we have no powers 
01 alteration or delay, we can 
work effectively only with the 
goodwill and co-operation of 
local authorities and their 
planning officers, Unfortunate-

upon the support of the Scottish 
Development Department and, 
in cases of national importance, 
upon the willingness of the 
secretary of state to call in 
planning proposals. It is much 
to be regretted that the Scottish 
Development Department has 
continued its policy of dis¬ 
engagement from planning 
control. 

'This policy has completely 
altered the situation and greatly 
handicaps our work. In cases 
which, from our point of view, 
are of more than local import¬ 
ance, and in which the local 
authority is not disposed to 
think seriously about questions 
of architectural aesthetics and 
public amenity, it is left entirely 
to the commission to persuade 
the local authority lo think 
again. But some authorities are 
not to be persuaded. Wc believe 
that the secretary ofstateshould 
... use his powers to compel 
reconsideration in cases of this 
kind.” 

This is a plea which has just 
received a response (of some 
kind) from the secretary ofstate, 

in a Scottish Development 
Department circular which says 
that he continues to expect 
planning authorities to take 
note of the commission's recom¬ 
mendations, and may call in 
applications of special import¬ 
ance taking “particular account 
of the views of thecommission”. 

Finally, the report calls for 
long-term planning: 

"During Ihe last 20 years we 
have frequently raised the issue 
or 'strategic planning’ and have 
emphasised that good civic 
design and distinguished archi¬ 
tecture are most likely to appear 
in the context of 'basic long¬ 
term policies and plans for 
whole environments evolved in 
a logical, comprehensive and 
imaginative way'.” 

There has been less scope for 
such an approach in recent 
years, when “bit by bit” devel¬ 
opment has become common, 
but the report does note that 
Glasgow has been particularly 
successful in adopting both 
approaches and commends the 
initiative shown by the Scottish 
Development Agency in com¬ 
missioning the Glasgow City 
Centre Townscape Study, sug¬ 
gesting that similar exercises 
might be carried out by other 
cities “with much advantage”.

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THE ridiculous anomolies inherent in 
our planning system could not be more 
effectively Indicated than the illustrat¬ 
ions appearing on pages two and three 
this week. On the one hand is a proposal 
for a self-build timber-frame house 
inspired by the work of Walter Segal on a 
steeply sloping site near Ironbrldge, and 
on the other a typical roadside petrol 
station near Bath. The former was 
refused planning permission on the 
grounds that it was out of keeping, while 
the latter was required to be adorned by a 
pitched roof, presumably to ensure it was 
"in” keeping. 

Planning controls have evolved for 
many sound reasons and few would call 
for their outright abolition. Most of the 
world's finest urban areas are the direct 
result of strictly exercised planning 
controls, just as such control hassaved so 
many important rural areas from 
development. But it is the wielding of 
aesthetic control in particular that 


rouses the strongest passions. And 
whereas a competent builder could quite 
satisfactorily deal with “commoditle and 
firmnesse”, "delighte” is regarded by 
architects to be their sole responsibility. 

But buildings are so much a part of the 
public environment that everyone is in 
truth qualified to voice an opinion. What 
Is missing are the organised outlets for 
such expression. 

It is usually left to the local planning 
committee to decide what gets built, 
against an underlying national network 
of listing, conservation areas and 
pressure groups. All the time archi¬ 
tectural issues are accorded little 
Importance, however, the account¬ 
ability of these decision-makers will 
remain negligible. 

At present only direct neighbours of 
proposed developments are likely to 
bother with a visit to the local planning 
department to inspect the plans of new 
developments. But there Is no real reason

why provision can't be made for an 
obligatory public exhibition of ail 
significant Incoming applications and 
subsequent decisions. Proposals would 
reach a much wider audience, debate 
would be encouraged and opinions would 
be well informed. Moreover, account¬ 
ability of planning committees would be 
greatly enhanced as the mysteries of 
their workings were opened up to greater 
public scrutiny. Perhaps then wemay see 
fewer pitched roofs imposed on flat- 
topped forecourt shelters and perhaps 
then wc may see more self-builders 
making good use of sites that nobody elso 
wants.

Over the top 


IF “atrium" was the buzz 
word a couple of years ago in 
the commercial property 
world, it has been replaced 
by “dealing floor”, as bank¬ 
ing operations prepare for 
October’s Big Bang. 

How apt, therefore, that the 
London division of Salomon 
Brothers, the leading American 
securities underwriter, should 
take a 25-year lease on part of 
the unlet two-year-old Victorian 
Plaza development over Lon¬ 
don’s Victoria Station and 
convert its south atrium into a 
double-height dealing room. 

For their architects Hcery 
International the problems were 
considerable. The five-storey 
atrium contained no provision 
for air-conditioning, power or 
telecommunication services, let 
alone any of the complex 
arrangements required for fin¬ 
ancial trading. Moreover,a two- 
storey link across the atrium had 
to beremoved.andsome former 
ceiling was required to shield the 
new floor from the upper levels 
which Salomon didn’t intend to 
occupy. Being built over the 
station, there was no basement 
level in which to accommodate 


services, and the structural 
frame couldn’t take any extra 
loading from the secondary 
structure within the atrium, 
apart from where the link would 
be removed. 

The solution, devised with 
engineers Tony Hunt & Part¬ 
ners, is as elegant as it is simple. 
A new canopy has been inserted 
two floors up to form a ceiling— 
acoustically absorbent and 
reflective Tor the indirect light¬ 
ing — held by hollow tubular 
steel trusses within which air- 
conditioning equipment is in¬ 
stalled. The I,200sq m structure 
is supported from above by solid 
steel-tension rods moored back 
to two masts on the former link- 
block column positions. Power 
and communications cabling is 
located in the new raised floor. 

The new “Room" will be 
completed in Octoberto become 
the largest private trading floor 
in Europe, accommodating 
some 200 traders, with adjacent 
sl iPPort facilities giving a total 
of 5,10Qsq m.

From Peter Elphick 
RECENTLY the DoE informed 
me that my house had been 
inspected and that it had been 
included in the statutory list of 
buildings of special architec¬ 
tural or historic interest and that 
the listing had already taken 
legal effect, notwithstanding the 
fact that I was unaware of any 
inspection being made. The 
inference in the department's 
letter was that I had no right of 
appeal. 

I do not know who the 
inspector was, nor whether that 
person was suitably qualified to 
advise the department on such 
matters, but I do know that in 
the North-east (and, I under¬ 
stand, nationally) these inspcc- 
tors are recommending listingof 
almost anything which looks as 
if it was built before the end 
of the 19th century and that 
indiscriminate listings ore being 
made! Certainly my house is not 
worth listing and I hnvc told the 
department why. 

My purpose in writing is to tell 
my colleagues in the profession 
and other professionals as well 
as any members of the public 
who may have suffered in this 
way that there is, after alt, the 
right of appeal although this 
information is very well con¬ 
cealed by Whitehall. 

When the Housing & Plan¬ 
ning Bill was debated in the 
HouseofLordsonJuly30,1986, 
Lord Elton replied to the 
question of appeals against 
listing raised by Viscount Rid¬ 
ley, saying: 

‘My noble friend also raised 
the question of appeals against 
listing. He rightly said that such 
an appeal exists. It is true that it 
is not generally known. I was 
advised that this was the case 
when I took office and then 
arranged that everyone whose 
house was subsequently listed 
should be advised that ifhe fcltit 
was wrongly listed he had but to 
send his reasons to my right 
honourable friend to have it 
reviewed and. if appropriate, 
struck ofT the list. I believe thatis 
quicker and cheaper than any¬ 
thing which could be achieved 
by statute."

Festival lakes for its theme 
“the Scottish Enlighten¬ 
ment", with exhibitions such 
as "A Hotbed of Genius" at 
the Royal Museum of Scot¬ 
land in Queen Street and 
“the Enterprising Scot" at 
the Royal Scottish Academy. 

Thus there is no major exhi¬ 
bition relating to architecture 
and design as there wus when the 
festival celebrated Scottish 
links with Vienna a few 
years ago. though there is one 
very important event: the exhi¬ 
bition of drawings by William 
Henry Playfair nt the Royal 
Incorporation of Architects in 
Scotland's gallery in Rutland 
Square. 

According to Charles 
McKean, the RIAS secretary, 
this is probably the first public 
showing of Playfair's drawings 
and it is certainly the first 
exhibition of his presentation 
drawings, all of which belong to 
the RIAS itself And thereby 
hangs a tale, because when 
Playfair died in 1857 bis draw¬ 
ings were presented to Edin¬ 
burgh University and were then 
sorted out by his clerk, James A 
Hamilton, who chose 5,062 
mainly working drawings which 
are now in the university's 
possession. What he did not 
keep were sketch books, pre¬ 
liminary drawings and present¬ 
ation drawings, most of which 
have now been lost. What 
appears certain is that the 
drawings which now belong to 
the R IAS come from this source. 
They have also been given to the 
R IAS a nonymously. 

As McKean explains: “It 
seems highly likely that, un¬ 
willing to destroy the unwanted 
material, someone chose to hold 
on to it. The veil of anonymity 
may have been imposed to 
prevent any direct connection 
with Hamilton’s activities on 
behalfol the University Library, 
which could huve claimed n legal 
title to these drawings." 

Looking at the drawings in 
the RIAS, it is little wonder that 
tlieir unknown saviour rescued 
them. Far from being a dreary 
rump of unwanted material, 
they are nn exciting collection 
which ranges from student 
drawings, sketch designs and 
preliminary ideas to full pres¬ 
entation druwings which arc 
immaculately drawn and, on 
occasion, rendered in water¬ 
colour by another man. This was 
the action Playfair look after 
losing the competition to design 
the Scott Monument in Princes 
Street Gardens, Edinburgh, 
calling in David Roberts to 
colour his presentation drawing 
of Donaldson’s Hospital, Edin- 


somcwliat faded, presents the 
building in an almost Med¬ 
iterranean light, and enlivens it 
with small groups of people 
presumably enjoying a very un- 
Scottish climate! 

What the exhibition also 
shows, in addition to Plnyfair's 
determination to win com¬ 
petitions (and his Cleopatra 
Necdlc-like entry for the Scott 
Monument is also included) is 
his wide range of styles. Neo- 
classicism is represented by the 
facade of the Surgeons' Hall in 
Edinburgh (and there are two 
drawings, one showing how the 
Corinthian Order has been 
replaced by the Ionic Order, 
presumably to reduce building 
costs): Elizabethan with a whiff 
or the Oriental by the entrance 
porch of Hillside House, Aber- 
dour; and a much plainer, 
almost abstract version of the 
Baronial style in thedrawingsof 
Barmore Castle, Argyllshire. 
There is even onedrawing—of a 
keeper's house in Innerleithan 
Well — that looks remarkably 
like an early prototype for a 
typically 20th century Scottish 
bungalow! 

The exhibition of Playfair's 
drawings is the main present¬ 
ation of architects working 
during the Scottish Enlighten¬ 
ment in the festival, though 
references to them are made 
elsewhere. For example, "A 
Hotbed of Genius" has one 
section devoted to recreating 
scenes in 18th century Edin- 
bu rgh. including a narrow close 
in the Old Town, which seemsas 
if it rightly belongs to a wax- 
works, and giant illustrations of 
James Craig's New Town which 
one views in an amazing electric 
blue light. Both are accom¬ 
panied by animated comment¬ 
aries picked up by cordless 
earphones which apparently 
convert overhead infra-red light 
into sound. 

These and other theatrical 
settings are used to prepare the 
visitor for a much more 
"learned" second section in 
which the New Town is rep¬ 
resented by drawings, plans, 
watercolours and photographs, 
and wc leurn that Craig himself 
slipped into debt and obscurity 
having not applied himself to 
“the necessity of prosecuting 
those sober plans for success in 
life which-prudence requires". It 
seems a very Scottish comment¬ 
ary! 

Other architects represented 
in the exhibition include, not 
surprisingly, Robert Adam, 
whose design for Edinburgh 
University, begun in 1779, was 
completed by Playfair many 
years later (the dome being 
added by Rowand Anderson to

who got out of Scotland and 
generated the 60 million or so 
people of Scottish descent now 
living throughout the world). 

There is nlsu a section on 
planning, showing for example 
the work of Alexander Gordone 
at Ormiston and John Ainslie 
for the Barony of Eglintounc. 
And, as if to show how planning 
can be taken to its extremes, 
there is a photograph of the 
tomb designed by Robert Adam 
for David Hume in the Old 
Cal ton Burying Ground in 
Edinburgh. It is, the caption 
9 notes, a strong and massive 

building, and when it was 
fBI completed a visitor asked the 

jg^H mason, “And how do you think 

that the Gentleman will get out 
mV at the Resurrection?" “Ah," 

came the reply, “I have secured 
that point,Sir, fori ItaveLeft the 
key under the door." 

If architecture during the 
Enlightenment seems so accom- 

» plished and heroic, what is being 

done in Scotland today seems 
considerably less so, according 
to the Royal Fine Art Com¬ 
mission for Scotland. The 
publication of its IOth report (in 
60 years), which is pretty 
damning of a lot of contemp¬ 
orary architecture, is accom¬ 
panied by an exhibition in its 
Atholl Crescent headquarters 
where, having passed double 
rows of trolleys at the entrance, 
one enters a display devoted to 
shopping centres and related 
developments. As the exhibition 
notes, of the 148 schemes 
submitted to the commission, 
only 52 were commended, and 
many of those that have been 
built raise the question, "The 
old photographs show the pride 
of Scottish towns — what have 
we got to be proud of today?"

"Will today's shopping centres 
need to be demolished and 
redeveloped in 20 years’ lime?" 
the exhibition asks. 

The re is also ca ustic comment 
about the 4, non-dcvclopmem" 
of the Mound in Edinburgh, 
where the Roman booths of the 
award-winning scheme by Boh 
Allies and Graham Morrison 
have still not been built, while 
£140.000 earmarked by the 
Public Services Agency for the 
scheme has mysteriously dis¬ 
appeared. The future of the 
scheme has also been pul at risk 
by the intervention of Timothy 
Clifford, recently-appointed 
director of the National Gallery 
for Scotland, who says thai “we 
need a new scheme", to which 
Richard MacCormac has com¬ 
mented, “What Mr Clifford 
really wants is a coach park". 
Will the booths go the same way 
as Edinburgh’s opera house? 
But the commission does 
approve of Scott Brownrigg & 
Turner’s £5m refurbishment of 
John Honeyman's Ca d'Oro on 
the corner of Union Street and 
Gordon Street in Glasgow — a 
building noted for its elegant 
cast-iron facade — and Reiach 
& Hall’s “glass tent" planned 
for a site next to St Enoch's 
Square in Glasgow. 

One of the main reasons for 
the success of the Scottish 
Enlightenment was that its 
architects and planners were 
supported by sophisticated and 
far-sighted men like George 
Drummond, financier, politician 
and visionary, who was largely 
responsible for financing the 
New Town, while today the 
politicians and money men are 
no longer concerned about what 
the buildings they are respons¬ 
ible for actually look like. 

As Professor Alexander 
Youngson, chairman or the 
commission, told me, it seems 
that we cannot build good 
buildings today because of a 
shortage of money,’and because 
financiers are always in a hurry. 
But he also noted that the public 
are generally disappointed by 
what goes up and probably feel 
powerless to do anything about 
it. But one exhibition at the 
festival, that of the regeneration 
and renovation of theStStcphen 
Street area in Edinburgh, on 
view at the New Town Con¬ 
servation Committee's premises 
in Dundas Street, shows how 
some 145 houses and 45 com¬ 
mercial premises can be given 
new life by the interest and 
determination of local residents 
with the help of grants and a- 
housing association. And it 
should be remembered that the 
area, known, as Edinburgh’s 
own Chelsea, la also a product of 
the Scottish Enlightenment,
